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Is It Realized?

a HE sightless suffer as much from the 


wrong attitude of the world toward them 
as from blindness. The blind want not char- 
ity, but work. They want useful work, and 
some of life’s sweet satisfactions.” 

Such was the deliberate answer of Dr. Helen 
Keller to a question just after she had deliv- 
ered the beautiful tribute to the Bible on page 
59. It is the answer of thoughtful blind leaders 
generally. They want, for themselves and their 
fellowship, opportunity, not pity. 

The handicap of blindness universally stirs 
sympathy. ‘Too often that sympathy issues 
simply in some little contribution to physical 
need. Real as that may be, more important 
are the industrial, intellectual, and spiritual 
needs of the blind. They have the capacities 
of the sighted in these three lines. They need 
the opportunity and means to exercise and de- 
velop.such capacities. Is this realized? 

Is it realized, further, what blind men and 
women have become themselves and are doing 
for others? 

Dr. Helen Keller is the outstanding example. 
Multitudes have heard her; more have read 
about her. Yet the marvel of her threefold 
triumph over blindness, deafness, and dumb- 
ness has too often overshadowed what she has 
attained in herself and what she is accomplish- 
ing in service to others. 

Others without sight also have attained much, 
and are serving largely. 

Mr. H. R. Latimer, Ph.B., graduating from 
the Maryland School for the Blind, became a 
teacher of the blind, carried on further studies 
privately, winning the degree of Ph.B., became 
the head teacher in his alma mater and is now 
the effective executive secretary of the Penn- 
sylvania Association for the Blind—a worthy 
record. 

Nor is that all. His activities for his fellow- 
blind, among other results, led to his being the 
executive secretary of the commission which 
brought about the use of Revised Braille as the 
uniform system for the blind of our country— 
a long and difficult proceeding. 
" During his term as honorary 
president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Workers for the Blind, 
he was the leader in a movement 
which resulted in the organization 
of the American Foundation for 
the Blind, and served as its act- 
ing director general until one 
was employed in that capacity. He is a mas- 
ter of assemblies, skilful and happy in han-

dling difficult situations, better at recognizing 
voices than most who see can remember faces. 
But the bulk of the blind lose 
their eyesight in adult life. One 
such, Professor William A. Had- 
ley, M.A., graduated from col- 
lege, took up the career of a 
teacher and while thus engaged 
obtained the master’s degree, later 
studied at the University of Ber- 
lin, occupied the chair of Latin 
at Marietta College, and afterward an im- 
portant post in a Chicago high school. Then 
blindness befell him. He learned to read 
Braille. Then came an inspiration. It resulted 
in the establishment of the Hadley Correspond- | 
ence School for the Blind. During the past 
decade, he has developed instruction by corre- 
spondence in 24 different courses, has had pu- 
pils in every state of the Union and in other 
countries on both hemispheres, and has from 
400 to 500 pupils a vear. He, like Mr. Latimer

tor of the John Milton Founda- 
tion and deeply interested in its 
object of supplying evangelical 
religious literature for the sight- 
less.

“one of the choicest spirits and most scholarly 
minds,” who “keeps well abreast of all the mod- 
ern trends of thoughts and scholarship.” De- 
spite his handicap, “he made a great record in| 
Northwestern,” has held important pastorates, | 
is sought after by strong churches and carries 
forward all phases of their work, for extral| 
measure giving special courses and lectures on 
illustrious writers or other and timely subjects, 
conducts special evangelistic services for other 
pastors, and is also a popular and frequent: 
speaker before Rotary and other clubs, hich 
school and college audiences. i | 
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There are others, such as Mr. 
Robert B. Irwin, a holder of the 
M.A. degree of Harvard, who 
after varied and valuable services 
in several states, but especially in 
Ohio, is now the executive direc- 
tor of the American Foundation 
for the Blind, and, as such, is 
rendering valuable service, with 
much initiative, to all work and workers for 
the blind. 

There is Mr. J. Robert Atkinson, who, in 
young manhood losing his eyesight “in the 
twinkling of an eye,” now, after a score of 
years, can look back over a very real service to 
the blind by the establishment of a Braille 
printing press, and by improvements to the ma- 
chinery in use. 

One of those who aided Mr. Hadley’s course 
on life insurance is Mr. Julius Jonas, a man of 
vigorous mentality, who, losing his eyesight in 
‘the prime of life, but not his nerve nor his am- 
bition, sought for some occupation which was 
worthy of his steel, and eventually found it in 
the selling of life insurance policies. Since 
then he not only has been making a handsome 
income himself, $8,000 to $12,000 annually, 
but also has opened the way for, and intro- 
duced, fifty other blind men into this special 
line of work. 

Nor are men the only shining examples, as 
indeed Miss Keller proves. Another example 
is Miss Lydia Y. Hayes, chief executive officer 
of the New Jersey Commission for the Blind, 
an active factor through the American Associa- 
tion of Workers for the Blind in the welfare 
of the blind in other parts of our country, and 
also a helpful director of the John Milton 
Foundation.

tion, such as Miss Kate Foley, 
the inspiring and beloved teacher 
of the blind in California; Miss 
Georgia Trader, who, with her |p 
sister, is doing a twofold service 
in southern Ohio; Mr. L. W. 
Rodenberg, a leader in the musi- 
cal development of the blind, rec- 
ognized in Europe as well as here; Mr. Calvin 
Glover, president of the American Association 
of Workers for the Blind,—but one must re- 
sist the temptation even simply to name more. 

Have we realized that the sightless have such 
capacities and achievements ? 

What then is the conclusion of the ehics? 
Is it not that we all should be more alive to the 
possibilities, and the wider needs, of the blind? 
Given opportunity and equipment, they can be 
valuable contributors to the upbuilding of our 
communities and our nation. ‘They need the 
facilities so freely available to the sighted, fa- 
cilities not only for physical welfare, but for 
mental growth, industrial self-support, and 
spiritual life. 

And what is the bearing of these facts on the 
work of the American Bible Society? First, 
may they help all to realize that it is to such 
leaders of the blind, as well as to the many 
blind in humbler walks of life, that the Society 
and those who contribute to it are rendering 
great service by supplying the Bible in em- 
bossed form. 

But, further, let us remember that, while the 
work of the Society is distinctly and definitely 
the distribution of the printed Word, that is not 
in itself an end, but a means to the great end 
of bringing the readers of God’s word to Him

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We Who Sit Apart

This message is so appropriate for today and for all, that it is reprinted with the graciously 
given permission of the author, and of the “Outlook for the Blind” m which it appeared sometime 
ago in the interests of the siyhtless. 


HE rehabilitation of the handicapped is a 

noble benevolence. It can not fail to en- 
list the cooperation of the public. The practi- 
cal aspect of the work is most encouraging. 
* * * This is a long step from unredeeming 
charity. There is no doubt in my mind that we 
render the greatest service to the unfortunate 
when we enable them to feel that they are use- 
ful members of society, capable of working for 
others as well as for themselves. It seems to 
me, the goal of all philanthropy should be to 
bring about as nearly as possible equality of 
opportunity. This is the only constructive way 
to help—the only effective way of lightening 
the heavy, and the weary weight of all this un- 
intelligible world. 

There are a number of things I should like 
to say to the handicapped themselves. I will 
speak out of the fulness of my own experience. 
All my life I have struggled with a triple handi- 
cap of deafness, blindness, and imperfect 
speech. The struggle has taught me some pre- 
cious truths that have brought me happiness. 
It has also helped me to understand the prob- 
lems of other people who have unusual disad- 
vantages to overcome. 

We who sit apart from the larger activities 
of the world are often inclined to think that 
our lot in life is peculiarly hard. ‘The thought 
persists that we have not been given “a square 
deal”—that we are capable of far greater things 
than we are doing. We believe that, if we 
were not so cramped in our circumstances, we 
could accomplish much more. We have the 
feeling of being sundered from society, with 
chasms around, heights above, and depths be- 
neath. Our sisters, brothers, and friends have 
so many advantages that we have not! The 
world holds no treasure which they may not 
hope to grasp; while we are fettered and de- 
nied self-expression and initiative. 

It seems to me, there is nothing under the 
sun more futile than such comparisons. If we 
could read the minds of those whom we regard 
as prosperous, fortunate, happy, how often we 
should find them encumbered, disappointed, en- 
during life with stoicism, facing black pros- 
pects with enforced gaiety! 

It is a delusion to think that what I can not 
achieve now and here, deaf and blind, I could 
realize under different conditions. Suppose I 
were suddenly to find myself in a situation 
which I imagine ideal. How long would it re- 


main ideal to me? Would I not face new diff- 
culties unprepared Would not the fancied 
opportunities and “wider horizons” break up 

and vanish? We can not escape limitation in 

this sense-world. ‘The power of effecting 

changes for the better is within ourselves, not 

in the favorableness of circumstances. We 

differ one from another, not so much in the 

severity of our handicap as in the way we meet 

it. If we succeed in wearing our crown of 

thorns with lifted head and smiling face, we 

prove ourselves equal to the difficult task of 

living. 

Without doubt, the overcoming of limitations 
develops the qualities we admire most in man— 
patience, sympathy, courage, and magnanimity. 
The great and the good of all times and places 
bear witness to the potency of struggle in form- 
ing character. For character is like the fire 
within the flint—latent until it is struck out of 
the stone. Observing the flint stone, who 
would think it contained the possibility of light ? 
And so it is with the dark experiences of life. 
When they are met with courage, they give out 
sparks of spiritual light. 

Personally, I find it a great help to believe 
that my misfortunes were sent for a purpose, 
even if the purpose were only to discipline an 
impatient, willful nature. To conceive of them 
as punishments or accidents is intolerable. I 
can work with heart and mind and soul only 
when I realize that I shall gain spiritual strength 
by conquering obstacles. In the light of this 
belief, almost every situation in life offers op- 
portunity for effort and even happiness. To 
face disaster with cheerful courage and faith is 
an achievement in itself, and an enduring tri- 
umph. There is the thrill of adventure in the 
thought that we may be blazing trails through 
a dark world for those who come after us. 
With each victory we win, we push forward a 
little the frontier of achievement. 

The years have brought me a deepening 
sense of the universality of human experience. 
Every living creature is handicapped in one 
way or another. They live in nooks and cran-. 
nies of the universe, and do their work in hard 
places. Whether they are happy or wretched 
depends a great deal upon their point of view. 
To many the battle is with blind forces; while 
others feel that they are marching abreast with 
an invisible army of progress and accomplish- 
ment. One conception is chilling and destruc-

images, amulets, and wax candles. Our col- 
porteurs’ Bible stand was right in front of the 
church building, called Basilica de Guadalupe, 
in which the “original” image of the Virgin of 
Guadalupe is worshiped. The Bible stand had 
several advertising posters and illustrative pic- 
tures about the circulation of the Bible in all 
the world. 

There were thousands and thousands of “pil- 
grims” who came to the villa from different 
parts of the country, and even from outside the 
country; there were passionately devoted fa- 
natics in large numbers; there were several 
hundreds of drunken people. Terrible fights 
occurred among the “pil- 
grims.” The field was not 
an easy one to work in. Our 
colporteurs took turns, some 
remaining at the Bible stand, 
others going through the 
streets. Members of the 
evangelical churches of the 
villa and of the city also went 
around voluntarily distribut- 
ing, and helped in keeping 
the stand.

pretext of defending our colporteurs, and took 
them to the police station for “protection 
against the mob!..... while around the corner,

There were even priests, disguised as country- 
folk, who bought their Bibles. One of the dis- 
guised priests asked for a copy of Sloan's 
Spanish Bible Concordance, which our colpor- 
teurs did not have at hand. However, they 
took it to the Bible stand on the following 
morning, because the priest promised that he 
would call for it, and so he did. 


The Word of God is light, and shines forth 
in the darkness of error and idolatry. Many 
“pilgrims,” who came to see the dark-skinned 
virgin, took away with them the Torch which 
later will illumine their souls and lead them to 
the foot of the cross of Jesus.

Yesterday, Ready to Kill; To-day, Christians 


Two years ago we reported that Gregorio 
Vivas, one of our five Mayan colporteurs in the 
state of Yucatan, providen- 
tially escaped death at the 
hands of a mob of fanatics in 
the little village of Noquen- 
pitch. A few months ago this 
valiant and consecrated colpor- 
teur wrote to us, saying that 
there was now a fine evan- 
gelical congregation in that 
place, and that some of those men who had 
wanted to put him to death for the gospel’s 
sake had now surrendered to Christ and were

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A Look Around in the Levant

f ! ‘HE story of 1931 may be summed 

up in the words: notwithstand- 
ing—nevertheless. Notwithstanding the 
economic depression, which has over- 
whelmed these Balkan countries, on the 
average, perhaps as seriously as any 
other lands of the world, nevertheless 
the Bible work has not merely gone on 
quite steadily, but has made advances 


s) of boys headed by their teacher. They 
emptied his bag on the ground, set fire 
to the books, and finally took him to 
the barracks and charged him with at- 
tempting “propaganda with the troops,” 
—a serious offence in Turkey. When 
the Society’s representative called on 
the colonel, he was assured that the 
latter had seen at once that the charges 


over the preceding years on a scale un- 
precedented since the Arabic-speaking lands 
were sundered from it.’ 


In Turkey 


There has been no change during the past 
year in the accessibility to Scripture colportage 
of Turkey, outside of Istanbul. Other means 
of circulation have to be used. But there are 
indications that long-cherished hopes may soon 
begin to be realized, in a progressive change of 
the popular attitude toward the reading of the 
Bible. New measures of the government should 
prevent a continuation of such scurrilous ar- 
ticles as have formerly appeared from time to 
time in the Turkish press, attacking the char- 
acter and motives of those at the Bible House. 
A notable historical work, of which the first of 
four volumes appeared last autumn, will hence- 
forth give the pupils in all the schools of Tur- 
key an idea of the Old and New Testaments 
entirely different from the traditional Moslem 
attitude toward Bible history and characters. 
Its importance lies in the two facts, that its use 
is compulsory for all teachers of history, and 
that it is the outcome of special efforts of the 
President of the Republic himself. The Turk 
of the future, taught thus in his school days, 
cannot but have a sympathetic interest in the 
Biblical books, all his life. 

Three colporteurs have been employed all the 
year in Istanbul. ‘The great increase in the suc- 
cess of colportage (and it 1s great, being three 

times the number of Bibles, one-third more 
Testaments, and five times the number of Por- 
tions) has been due chiefly to Colporteur 
Hizarcian, a prewar colporteur of the Agency. 
He has brought to the work in Istanbul not 
only experience, but also other qualities needed 
for this difficult and often dangerous task. 
“Behind the guileless exterior and thick speech 
of the Anatolian peasant,” writes Sub-Agent 
Lyman MacCallum of this man, “he hides un- 
usual devotion and courage and far more under- 
standing than he wishes you to see.’ Once, in 
the neighborhood of military barracks but on 
_ the public highway, he was set upon by a band 
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of the excited youths were groundless, 
but, as a matter of routine, had passed the man 
over to the civil authorities. ‘“‘I still have hopes 
of that bonfire,” says Mr. MacCallum; “a 
Bible burns very poorly at the roadside, and 
the charred and mutilated pages travel far and 


with surprising results.” 
In Bulgaria 


In the earlier years of this Agency, its col- 
porteurs passed through all European Turkey, 
which, at that time, included “Bulgaristan.” 
The first Bulgarian publication by the Society 
was the revised New Testament, issued jointly 
by the American and British Bible Societies at 
Constantinople in 1866. Its text was the prod- 
uct of the labors of Elias Riggs and Albert L. 
Long, American missionaries. It was reissued 
the next year in New York, both separately 
and also as a diglot with the “Old Church Sla- 
vonic’ New Testament. The first agent of the 
Society exclusively for Bulgarian work was the 
present representative at Sofia, the Rev. M. N. 
Popoff, who was sent over from America in 
1913. Previously the work had been super- 
vised by missionaries of the American Board. 

The economic crisis has squeezed this nation 
ever tighter in its progressive exactions. But 
it can hardly be said to have seriously affected 
the status of evangelical work in Bulgaria, in- 
cluding that of Bible distribution. Circulation 
has held up well, considering the tightness of 
money. In fact, money may almost be said not 
to exist in the villages and hamlets whither our 
colporteurs penetrate with the Word. A would- 
be purchaser must often borrow from a neigh- 
bor in order to find even enough to pay for a 
single portion. Under such circumstances, to 
have maintained last year’s total—for such is 
our report—means perhaps more hard work 
and endurance than a gain of thousands would 
mean in better times. It is also ground for 
encouragement that it represents a gain of 
nearly four hundred in whole Bibles, which 
more than makes up for the slight drop in Tes- 
taments and the larger drop in Portions from 
the previous year. 
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A conference of Bible workers in the south- 
ern half of Bulgaria was held in Sofia on 
November 18 and 19. About thirty were in 
attendance. The first day was taken up with 
inspirational addresses, and the second with 
private consultation concerning colportage 
problems. The meetings were held, fittingly, 
in the beautiful building of the Methodist mis- 
sion, to which the name of Dr. Long has been 
given—that devoted missionary who did so 
much to give the Bible to Bulgaria. A few 
weeks later, “Universal Bible Sunday” was ob- 
served in the churches throughout the country. 
In the week preceding that Sunday, special ar- 
ticles in the evangelical press on the spread and 
use of the Scriptures carried a message con- 
cerning our work into practically every evan- 
gelical home in the land. Although the financial 
distress prevented any large offerings, we know 
that what was given was the expression of gen- 
uine interest and devotion. 


Whilst the opposition of the clergy—espe- 
cially the country clergy—of the established 
church continues to be the colporteurs’ chief 
obstacle, and is reported to have been, on the 
whole, more marked than ever last year, never- 
theless there is an increasing number of the 
orthodox, both laymen and priests, who are 
ready to say amen to this testimony of an 
orthodox lawyer and public man of Sofia: 
“Our Church will amount to nothing, unless it 
undertakes distributing the Scriptures widely.” 
How gladly would all our workers see just this 
undertaken on a worthy scale by a Church 
which has already shown its interest in giving 
the people the Scriptures by issuing the Synodal 
Bible and Testament. But, alas, too many of 
its priests are like that priest of G—, whom our 
colporteur Papratiloff reports as having said to 
him, “The gospel is not for everybody; for 
they could not understand it.” 


In Greece 


Our representative reports that the influence 
of the new Bibleshop, on one of the busiest and 
most cosmopolitan streets of Salonika, is out of 
all proportions to the number of volumes sold 
in it. Many enter it to discuss religion with 
him, and twenty times as many more pause to 
read the texts from the Scriptures which have 
been placed in the show-windows and which 
give the clear gospel message. 

There is cause for gratitude, in view of past 
opposition to the use of the Modern Greek 
Bible, in the fact that permission is now given 
to teach in the schools from the second-size 
Bible, which is therefore being asked for in 
large numbers by the pupils. Only lack of 
stock in this book prevented a much larger sale

of Bibles being reported from our depot. They 
had to be purchased elsewhere. Our colpor- 
teur in Salonika reports also that, whereas he 
was not permitted formerly to enter the court- 
yards of the school, he is now freely welcomed 
for the sale of his books to the scholars. In 
fact, he has lately secured, from the adminis- 
trative department of the metropolitan arch- 
bishop of Salonika, a stamp for the title-page 
of our Greek Scriptures, which proves to any 
gainsayer that they are not being sold against 
the will of the highest ecclesiastical authority. 
Armed with a permit from General Klados, 
commander of the army in Macedonia, he may 
also freely circulate among the soldiers in their 
barracks. Prisoners, military and civil, have 
not been forgotten, and others too destitute to 
buy have been given a Gospel or Testament. 
But care has been exercised not to cheapen the 
Word of God in the eyes of the people through 
such an indiscriminate gratuitous distribution 
as has lately been carried on in parts of this 
region by private friends of the Bible with 
more zeal than experience or discretion. 


The Bible in Japan 


Extract from “The Japan Christian Quarterly,’ 
January, 1932 


MONG the many agencies at work for the 
evangelization of Japan, a premier place 
belongs to the British and American Bible So-| 
cieties. Their efforts may lack the spectacular 
results of the Kingdom of God Movement; 
they may not be able to show many outward 
evidences of their activities; but persistently, 
faithfully, and quietly throughout the length! 
and breadth of the Empire their agents are dis- 
tributing the Word of God. A total circula- 
tion to date of twenty million portions, an an- 
nual average sale of over one million, represent 
a remarkable achievement. It may be too much 
to claim yet that the Bible in Japan is coming 
to occupy a position similar to what it occupies. 
in England, for example; but its ideals are’ 
steadily making their way. We remember some. 
years ago listening at a graduation ceremony in 
a government college to a speech by the head- 
master, a man who afterward became a univer- 
sity president. He was not a Christian—on the 
contrary, he was a devout Buddhist; but his 
speech, the very language of it, was shot’ 
through and through with the Bible. To-day 
the changing conception of the word kami. 
(gods or God) is largely due to the Bible. 47 
(love) has come to have a new and sacred 
meaning it never possessed before. Fubuin 
(gospel) has now passed into common speech.

| ee year has been one of happy and large 
service—within the United States the 
largest on record. A happy feature has been 
that the blind and their friends are so appre- 
ciative of the special 25-cent price on these ex- 
pensive volumes, that the amount received, 
$1,733.84, has exceeded this price for each of 
the 5,790 volumes distributed. The high total 
of the previous year was 4,142, and that was the 
first year to exceed 4,000 volumes. The one 
| regrettable feature was that, because the funds 
i received for this special service fell somewhat 
short, requests for over 600 volumes had to be 
carried over to 1932 before they could be filled. 
Not only the blind recipients of these vol- 
umes, but workers among the blind, officials of 
state schools for the blind, and those connected 
| with other institutions and organizations serv- 
ing the blind, have expressed their delighted 
} surprise, and deep gratitude to the Society, over 
| the low price which makes these volumes avail- 
) able to or for the blind. 

The 5,790 went to 1,568 individuals and 53 
| institutions serving the blind. Full donations 
| of the small volume containing Scripture pas- 
| sages were made to 282 blind students on their 
} leaving school last May. 

The increasing use of Revised Braille is in- 
| dicated in the table below. Nevertheless, many 
} will be surprised to learn that 589 volumes 
} were distributed in New York Point, and that 
i there are still calls for Scriptures in Line Let- 
t ter and American Braille.

Straws

Random leaves from a Traveler’s Journal 
UR errands took us into two bookshops, 
—catering almost exclusively to Japanese 
people. Each shop was crowded with books 
and pamphlets in Japanese and with all sorts of 
stationery and school supplies. Among the 
books in both shops we were interested to 
notice a good supply of Bibles offered for sale, 
and in one of the stores we saw Christian 
hymnals near the Bibles. Yokohama has two 
mission girls’ schools in the city and two others 
in the suburbs, and also a boys’ school. The 
demand created by these schools may be in part 
responsible. But it is a fact that Japanese are 
asking for the Bible. 
To-day I went shopping alone in Benten 
Dori and again I saw Bibles on display, this 
time in an unusual place. Benten Dori is the 
street best known to English and American 
residents and visitors; its big modern plate 
glass windows are filled with beautiful silks, 
brocades, kimono of the kind they like to buy 
and send home, bronzes, jewelry and all sorts 
of lovely things. The windows look like Yama- 
naka’s on Fifth Avenue. I stopped before the 
window of a silk shop, and there among the 
gay coats, scarves and silk bags, occupying a 
prominent position in front, stood a row of 
Bibles, the only books in the store. I was so 
interested I spoke of it at table that evening, 
and our missionaries all said, “Oh, yes, we 
know the store,—the owner is an earnest Chris- 
tian and a member of Kaigan Church.” ‘The 
Bibles for sale in his store are a note in his 
Christian testimony.—The Missionary Link,

4. Memorial Members are constituted by a contri- 
bution of $100.00. The contributor names the one 
in whose memory the Membership is created. The 
Bible is distributed through the years in memory 
of such a person. 

Handsome engraved certificates are presented 
to Life Directors and Life Members.
